FRIENDS MOURN HIM. 


Death of Philip C. Daniels of Azusa 


Occurs at the Threshold of 


Business Success. 


The death of Philip C. Daniels, one 


of the most prominent business men 
of the San Gabriel valley, occurred at 
the Clara B&rton hospital of Los An- 
geles last Saturday night, after Mr. 
Daniels had undergone an operation 
for appendicitis. 


During the twenty years of his resi- 


dence 
in Azusa, Mr. Daniels held 


many positions of importance. 
In 


1891 he organized the Azusa Valley 
Bank and became its cashier. He was 
also in charge of the Covina branch 
which the bank maintained for three 
years. In 1906 the Azusa Valley Bank 
became the First National Bank of 
Azusa, and Mr. Daniels became its 
vice-president, a position which he 
held at the time of his death. He was 
one of the organizers and for many 
years secretary and manager of the 
Azusa-Covina-Glendora 
Fruit 
Ex- 


change, and traveled widely in its in- 
terests. For the last three years he 
had been secretary of the Azusa Foot- 
hill Citrus Association. 


The funeral service was conducted 


Thursday morning at the family resi- 
dence, Rev. C. E. Richardson of the 
Presbyterian Church officiating. Mr. 
Daniels is survived by a widow and 
two daughters, Miss Dorothy and Miss 
Sara Daniels. 


Men of the calibre of Philip C. 


Daniels are the makers of such com- 


upoti this mar's endeavors and real* 
Ize how strong was hjs influence to- 
ward the right kind of progress. Dan- 
iels was a man who had ideas, a man 
who remained conservative, but also 
possessed the courage to undertake a 
project in the face of the ultra-con- 
servative, and in accepting his lead- 
ership, the business men of the valley 
have 
profited 
Innumerable 
times. 


Daniels was a man who understood 
finance as applied to the conditions 
in the fruit districts. Ho understood 
the possibilities and the limitations of 
,the locality he had made his home. 
He never took advantage of any man, 
but invariably stood for business deals 
that brought forth dollar for dollar on 
both sides of the transaction. Evi- 
dences of his earnest, capable work 
are to be found in all the towns where 
he exerted his Influence. 
These evi- 


dences of prosperity are monuments 
to the man, and it Is with infinite re- 
gret and sorrow that the people think 
of his early death. 
Practically his 


whole career was before him. Ills 
splendid executive ability would have 
carried him to high places in South- 
ern California.

In an Interview given on tho day of 


his return, Mr. McLaehlfin said:

Sound to Panama. It seemed to me 
that this would be a natural thing to 
do and one that would have many 
benefits.

Conscience Is the faculty In man 


whereby he distinguishes right from 
wrong, and which Imperatively com- 
mands iind obligates him to do the 
right and abstain 
from 
the wrong. 


Whi'ii that, faculty is lacking the man 
IH said to be conscienceless. 
A con- 


science Is needed for the public, as i 
well as for the Individual, whereby the j 
right is til-proved and the wrong con- 
demned. 
Conscience Is the sense we 


speak of It now is the moral sense of 
the public—It. Is educated public opin- 
ion. 
Up to a few years ago tho public 


was considered as a stupid, ignorant 
creature, void of understanding, and 
incapable of protecting Itself. That 
the public has eyes that, can see, and 
ears that can hear, and a conscience 
that can tell right from wrong, is a 
thought of comparatively recent ori- 
gin. 
Some financiers and many pro- 


fessional politicians do not understand 
It even now, and with strange; blind- 
ness fall to perceive the strength of 
the moral !de:i. 
What n remarkable 


change has come over the American 
people 
(luring 
t h e last six yours! 


Tilings arc not, tolerated for a moment 
now that ii half doxeu years ago worn 
Kiibmilted to in wllence.

the lesson has been taught thorough- 
ly and In others they are still learning 
It. 


The public conscience is teaching a 


respect for law on the part of all. 


The people have learned that, in a 


republic the government rests entire- 
ly upon the law which the people

for Hiemselvon through their 


representatives.

we have In this country is law.

the law IH not enforced then the liber- 
ty of a majority of the people to make

lessness to this class, the open gaming 
house, so common In nearly all the 
larger cities a few years ago, has dis- 
appeared under the assaults of the 
moral sense of the people.

lic morals all must admit, that the

The transactions that amount 
to gambling on the rise or fall of the 
market should be prohibited, and se- 
verely punished wherever they may 
fake place, and with them will go one 
of the greatest evils of our country. 
The bucket shop Is already condemn-

License In not liberty. Liberty 


to make our own laws carries with it. 
the duty to observe them. 
H is a 


false idea of liberty that would have 
it imply drunkeniH'Hs, anarchism and 
unbridled wickedness. One might say 
that this is not a free country because j and

clean themselves of gambling they 
will be cleaned out by the people, for 
conscience baa written that gambling 
must go. 


It has not been long since it was n. 


common idea that directors of corpor- 
ations were privileged to do lawless 
things that as individuals they would 
not think of doing. The public con- 
science lin.s awakened to tho fact that 
a corporation consists merely of In- 
dividuals exercising charter powers 
from a state. The corporation (.hose 
individuals conduct Is no better or 
worse than the Individuals composing 
the corporation. The people are be- 
g i n n i n g to know that contempt of law 
is no less reprehensible when plotted 
over a directors' table than when 
shouted under a red (lag at an anar- 
chists' molding, and they frequently 
stand related as cause and 
effect. 


Corporations have been loo often used 
us masks to conceal the crimes of In- 
dividuals. Tho era of conscience de- 
mands the same standard of morality 
for corporations as Is required of the 
Individuals that compose them. The 
elimination of watered slocks and in- 
flated values is not an unreasonable 
demand of the public conscience. 
Ite- 


causc they are unjust to tin 
and compel the public to pay divi- 
dends on fictitious values, the public 
protests against them, and this same 
conscience, w i t h its sense of justice 
would as readily assert Itself to pro- 
led against unfairness toward the in- 
dividual aggregated under the form 
and lictlon of a corporation as it would 
to protect against the injustlc toward 
the individual cill/en.

against privilege, whether It be the 
privilege of lawlessness or the spe- 
cial privilege conferred by the law.

These 
things arc prohibited by the moral 
law,- -the law of conscience. 


There tire some who object to the 


exposure of wrongdoing on the ground 
that it hurts the city or state, or in- 
jures business. 
CM vie disease can no 


more be cured by hiding it than phy- 
sical disease. There is no secret rem- 
edy known for It. No state can be 
hurt, by the enforcement of law; no 
honest business can be hurt by erad- 
icating Its evil. Whenever a class of 
wrongdoers Is attacked they always 
cry that business Is being Injured, 


public I This view is not shared by those who 


would do away with evil practices in 
business. 
Nevertheless 
it deceives 


many good men Into opposing tho 
prosecution of wrongdoing. The until 
who says that the depression in the 
industrial world Is caused by punish- 
ing crooks argues that there can bo 
no such tiling as honest prosperity, 
and that Ihe prosperity we had was 
that of the burglar and pickpocket. 
It would be more accurate to charge 
depression to the crooks rather (ban 
lo their prosecution. The prosperity 
that rests on wrongdoing is not tho 
right kind of prosperity. If the coun- 
t r y had lo ciiodse between great pros- 
perity coupled with crookedness, ami

On the other hand, very few 
violators of law of high degree might 
wear striper/, yet If the people were 
arotiaed wrongdoing can be ended by 
the mighty power of the public con- 
science. With the national conscience 
clean fhe national life must be clean. 
No, I do not believe ft hurts either a 
state, a nation or business to punish 
wrongdoing. 


The era of conscience has for Its 


ideals charity, brotherhood and equal 
rights. 
It is the ideal that makes the 


life of a free people. The war of rev- 
olution has not won so much by shot 
and shell as by the idea of liberty In 
the hearts of the American people. 
Take away the ideals of America and 
the strength of the nation will be 
gone. We are, made and governed by 
the things we cherish, and the public 
life of a nation is but a reflection of 
its private life. 
Here between 
the 


two great oceans We have founded an 
empire such as no conqueror of old 
ever dreamed of, but the greatness of 
a nation does not consist of mere ex- 
tent, of territory, nor in the strength 
of its battleships, but In the purity of 
Its ideals, and in the intensity of its 
devotion to those things that make 
for equal rights, that make for jus- 
tice, that make for morality through- 
out the world. 


In this era of conscience—the most 


important in the history of our nation 
—let us maintain inviolate the prin- 
ciple of popular self-government, and 
recognize the largest, liberty of the 
individual citi/.en consistent with law 
and order; unite in enforcing the laws 


counteracting any attempt 
them. Let us not array one 


class against the other, but preserve 
the rights of all by causing each to 
respect the rights of the other. Let 
us not seek as a remedy for existing 
evils less democracy, but more tle- 
mooracy; not more money, but more 
nanhood; 
not 
more 
cunning, but 


noro conscience.
